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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Clowers (U.S Patent No. 4,628,605) in view of Sauerwein (U.S Patent No. 4,272,996). 

Clowers teaches (see Figures 2 and 3) a reciprocating saw with a cutting 
element (30) coupled to a cutting arrangement by clamp (30), a drive shaft (24), first 
and second eccentrics (34 and 28), a timing actuator (28, 52, and 72) capable of 
performing reciprocating motion, and a counterweight (32) coupled to the first eccentric 
(34). The first part of the timing actuator includes (28 and 58), the second part includes 
(72). The reciprocating motion of the timing actuator is sent to the cutting arrangement. 
The timing actuator comprises a wheel (82) attached to the blade guide (40) on an axle 
pin (84), which causes the oscillating motion of the blade (Col. 4, lines 29-52). The 
jigsaw is supported by shoe (21). 

Clowers teaches all of the elements of the current invention as stated above 
except the two parts of the timing actuator being coupled together, there being a groove 
in the wheel and the cutting element touches the groove in the wheel, and the 
reciprocating motion of the counterweight being 180 degrees out of phase with the 
reciprocating motion of the cutting element. 
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Sauerwein teaches (Col. 3, lines 18-25) teaches the use of a grooved wheel (94) 
to contact and guide the cutting element. 

It would have been obvious to have modified Clowers to incorporate the 
teachings of Sauerwein to incorporate a grooved wheel to further help transfer orbital 
motion to the cutting element as well as help prevent the blade from twisting or 
breaking. 

Regading claims 7 and 8, the difference between the claimed material and that 
shown by Clowers is that the two parts of the actuator (52 and 72) are not coupled. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to couple the two parts of the 
actuator to create a more positive connection. To adjust the movement of wheel (82) 
the coupling would obviously have to be uncoupled. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-16 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Papworth (U.S Patent No. 2,775,272), Bruck (U.S Patent No. 2,964,358), 
Giacometti (U.S Patent No. 5,727,322), and Wall et al (U.S Patent No. 6,230,411) teach 
a wheel contacting the cutting element. Wall et al further teaches the counterweight 
being 180 degrees out of phase from the reciprocating motion of the cutting element. 
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5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
